Cattle are low 
and not much in demand. This 
applies more particularly to stock 
cattle. They are very dull of sale 
at even low rates, and it is just the 
time to get in. That cattle are 
going up there can be no doubt, 
aud the question of feed is the only 
thing to be considered by any one 
going into the business at this 
time, for they are sure of reaping 
a good profit onthe investment. 


Cattle have been on the downward 
grade for five years, until now they 
have about reached the bedrock 
and are sure to experience an up- 
ward tendency soon.

The Pope Distressed. 

Rome, June 9.-—The statue of Bruno 
was unveiled to-day with imporing 
ceremonies. Thirty thousand persons, 
including students and deputations 
from various parts of Italy, marched 
in procession through the streets. The 
removal of the canvas covering the 


statue was a signal for deafening 
cheers. The ceremonies were wit- 
nessed by the Syndicate of Rome. 
The proceedings throughout were or- 
derly. 

The memory of Garibaldi was hon- 
ored with imposing ceremonies to-day. 

The Pope is much distressed, and it 
is reported that he refuses to see any- 
body. He has passed three days ab- 
sorbed in prayer in his private chapel. 
Four hundred telegrams have arrived 
at the Vatican deploring the unveil- 
ing of the Bruno monument. All em- 
bassadors accredited to the Vatican 
met this evening in the Pope’s chapel. 

King Humbert has congratulated 
the Ministry on the absence of dis- 
order. 


The Work at Johnstown. 
Jounstown, Pa., June 11.—This is 
the last day for clearing away the ef 
fects of the flood by the civil authori- 
ties. To-morrow the State takes hold 
of the stupendous work. The horror 


of the situation is not diminished, but 
rather grows; the search for the dead 
continues-and in all sections and direc- 
tions the dead are beingfound. Num- 
bers of bodies are now coming to the 
surface of the waters, and competent 
a say that as many more bodies 
as have been found are lying some- 
where in the many unexpected places. 
Bodies are hourly being found, and 
where this will end no human mind 
can guess. The day opened rainy, 
but as the day advanced the sun came 
out and the morning hours were hot 


within two miles of Port-au-Prince, 
and there is no doubt that in a few 
days the war will be ended, with the 
Army of the North victors. Legitime’s 
men are deserting.

for quietness, patience and kindness are 
sugestee by his voice and his manner, and 
these are.just the characteristics needed to 
make the successful trainer. When the 
writer went over Mr. Clarke’s. establish- 
ment the other day he was taken first of all 
to the infirmary. Here were seven inva- 
lids suffering from influenza—a kind of dis- 
temper that they had caught from a strange 
cat. These invalids were cozily nestled on 
arug in front of a fine warm fire. Their 
food was warm milk and rabbit soup. In 
another room were upward of thirty sound 
cats—common English cats, Persian cats, 
Russian cats and Manx cats. A thick bed- 
ding of straw covered the floor. Every 
night, when the cats are away perform- 
ing, their room is cleaned wag and the win- 
dows thrown open. It ot pay Mr. 
Clarke to have any of these Si ill or indis- 
posed; and if a fully trained one dies he 
considers it almost as bad as if he had lost 
£100. You see that Russian cat with his ear 
bitten?’”? said Mr. Clarke. ‘‘We call him 
Dynamite because he is so fierce. There is 
Fireworks,’’ pointing to a beautiful tor- 
toise-shell. ‘Fireworks, here!’’ and Fire- 
works leaped right. upon his master’s 
shoulder. Fireworks is the smartest cat 
in the whole collection. It scrambles 
up to the tightrope—fixed at a 
height of thirty feet from the stage 
—by a bar at an angie of about 
seventy-five degrees, and steps onto the 
rope, which it traverses with as self-con- 
scious an air as any other master per- 
former. Quretly sitting on a chair was the 
Baldwin cat, fully licking itself, just 
as any old maid’s fireside companion might 
do. This little creature, though it had been 
higher. up in the world than any of its com- 
panions and caused greater sensations, 
seemed in no wise puffed up and to be quite 
willing to mingle with its tribe on terms of 
equality. Ail the rest of these cats could 
perform wonderful feats—jump from the 
top of one champagne bottle to another, 
play with mice, rats and canaries, and even 
suffer themselves to be hanged by a couple 
of rats. The most difficult thing to teach 
them is to jump through hoops surrounded 
with flames. They .are afraid of the fire, 
but their fears ere overcome when they 
learn that there is no danger, and this is 
accomplished simply by the exercise of 
more patience, more coaxing and kindness. 
Down-stairs was the training-room. Here 
Mr. Clarke erects a mimic stage, with 
scenery and all the other adjuncts, and 
puts recruits through their drill. When 
they have learned their more simple exer- 
cises they are taken out to the public per- 
formances for the purpose of becoming ac- 
customed to the noise,the music and to 
Mr. Clarke never gives more 
than two performances in one evening— 
this he considers quite enough for the well- 
being of his cats, He has a private omni- 
bus for conveying them from one hall to 
another and home. The cats and other ani- 
mals are packed in hampers, which are put 
on the top of the bus, while he himself, 
with his wife and an attendant, travels in- 
side. Besides milk, which is warmed for 
them in cold weather, these cats are also 
plentifully fed on beef—sometimes raw, 
sometimes roasted—which Mrs. Clarke told 
a London Star man costs her eight pence 
@ pound just now; also on rabbits and fish. 


WATER STARTS A FIRE. 


The Origin of a Blaze That Was Thought 
to Be Incendiary. 

Captain Brackett again became reminis- 
cent this morning, says the New York 
Graphic. Sitting in his confidential inquiry 
-Office, at 5 Wall street, where he and Cap- 
tain Chalker direct investigations for a 
numerous clientage of financiers and busi- 
ness men, he stirred the fire to a proper de- 
gree of heat and told of an interesting 
event in his term as fire marshal of the 
metropolitan district. 

“T was sitting in my office overlooking 
the mails of two days, which I had not 
found time to look at, when an old ac- 
quaintance, a lawyer at 83 Nassau street, 
came in. ‘ Well, Cap,’ said he, ‘I’ve had 
an incendiary fire in my office, and I want 
you to come down, for I’ve caught the in- 
cendiary.’ 

“*Who was it?’ I-asked. ‘Your office 
boy, I suppose. No. Who else would set 
fire to a lawyer’s office? There is never 
any thing in one worth stealing. Mice got 
at the matches, then?’ 

“** No,’ “he replied. 
nor was it matches. 
case was water.’ 

“Tlooked at him to see whether over- 
study wasaffecting his brain, but he seemed 
sane enough except for the assertion that 
water, which extinguishes fire, could be the 
incendiary which set fire to a building.

The incendiary in this 


Still, Iwent with him to investigate the. 


seeming contradiction, and I came away a 
surprised convert to the paradox that under 
certain circumstances water could be in- 
cendiary. 

‘The lawyer’s office was in a building 
whose rear windows faced south. He, dur- 
ing the summer, had kept a small globular 
aquarium of gold fish, which stood ona 
shelf in the window. The fish died, but the 
water remained in the aquarium. My 
friend having had occasion to go outof 
townin a hurry bought a common giazed 
gripsack, and stuffing some linen and cot- 
ton underwear into it departed for several 
days’ absence. Returning to his office he 
threw his gripsack carelessly down ona 
chair- and went out for lunch. It wasa 
bright warm afternoon in the late winter, 
and the sun shone strong through the 
southern windows. On his return an 
hour afterward he found a fire en- 
gine just ready to drive away and 
several firemen coming out. The fire had 
been discovered before it had made any 
headway, and very slight damage was done. 
‘It had manifestly started in. my gripsack, 
and I was thoroughly puzzled to account for 
it. I carried nd matches or spirits in it, and 
there was nothing to encourage the theory 
of spontaneous combustion. Then my eye 
fell on the spot of light which was brought 
to a focus after passing isrough the aqua- 

um. It seemed scarcely possible that it 


» | ‘should have focalized enough heat to burn 
‘through the glazed sides of my gripsack 


and fire the cotton under-clothing, but when 
I placed my hand at the true focus I found 
the heat as sharp as that from the lighted 
end of a cigar. We'll experiment this 
persone he said.

the morning, the sergeants of the imperial 
household have gone through the town 
with their lists tothe h ofthe elect, 
who have been convoked tha bevening, 
An invitation to the court isan order given 
on the very day af the fete. According to 
received etiquette, it liberates from all an- 
terior engagements with private persons; 
it liberates even: from duties toward the 
dead, for mourning-doés uot’ dispense one 
from the obligation to appear ata court 
ceremony, and it must. be jaid aside when 
one enters the palace, A womanis not al- 
lowed to present herself in black before the 
sovereign, unless she is wearing mourning 
for one of the sovereign’s relatives: Dinner 
has been taken hastily, for the: ball ‘opens 
at nine o’clock, and you mustbe there well 
before the hour in the salons, where you 
wait for the arrival of the Emperor. Hun- 
dreds of carriages fall in line and deposit at 
the different entrances of the Winter Pal- 
ace shapeless bundles of furs, and then re- 
turn to take their position on the square. 

The coachmeén, who pass a part of the night 
standing in the snow, gather around large 
fires lighted in grates, which are placed 
there for these occasions. Itis @ pictur- 
esque bivouac. They look like elfs assembled 
in the darkness on this field ofice to guard 
the enclianted palace where a magician is 
calling up the sweetest visions in a mirage 
of spring. 

The doors close behind the bundles of fur 
and immediately after they have entered 
the vestibule they are mefamorphosed by a 
touch of the magician’s wand. The fairy 
spectacle begins. The heavy cloaks fall 
from bare shoulders, and beautiful butter- 
flies issue from these chrysalides in the 
midst of the rare flowers that cover the 
marble steps, and in the mild June atmos. 
phere. A cortege reminding one. of the 
Arabian Nights mounts the stair-cases; 
trains of lace sweep over the porphyry 
steps; diamonds and gems shine in the 
glow of the lusters; there is a brilliant ar- 
ray of many-colored uniforms; sabers and 
spurs clank over the floors. ‘The guests 
defile between pickets of Chevalier Guards, 
chosen from amongst the handsomest men 
in the regiment—giants in armor, who 
stand as motionless as statues. The com- 
pany assembies in the White Room, in the 
Salle de Trone. 

Here in the front rank are considerable 
personages, the old ‘‘portrait ladies,’’ so 
called because they wear in their corsage in 
a frame of brilliants a miniature of the Em- 
press; severe guardians of ancient eti- 
quette, living chronicles of the court, they 
teach the traditions to the swarm of young 
women over whom they keep watch, name- 
ly, the maids of honor, who may be recog- 
nized by the monogram in diamonds of the 
reigning Empress, which they wear buckled 


with a knot of blue ribbon on the left shoul- | 


der. Thecelebrated beauties of Petersburg 
are all there. They cross the room with a 
picturesque indolency and pliancy in their 
walk and bearing. There is something 
languid in their manner, as though their 
looks and words were'absently following 
a long dream that leads them to the ex- 
treme limits of theirinterminable father- 
land. Amongst the men who press around 
them we remark éirst of all some aged peo- 
ple and high dignitaries, old servitors who 
have grown white in the service of the 
court ever since the reign of Nicholas; 
aids-de-camp of his Majesty, Ministers, Am- 
bassudors and Chamberlains ‘vith the 
golden key on their backs; and all these 
worthy bosoms are bedeckéd with grand 
cordons and constellated with decorations 
which do not ieave a square inch of sur- 
face free on their breasts. Then come the 
young officers, most of them belong to the 
two crack regiments of the Chevalier 
Guaras and the Horse Guards. They carry 
in their hands a heavy helmet surmounted 
with a silvereagle with open wings. Here 
beside them are lancers in red jackets, 
Grodno Hussars in green, Cossacks draped 
in their long tunics belted with cartridge 
cases in nielie silver. The Hussars of the 
Guard look peculiarly elegant in their short 
white dolmans embroidered with gold and 
bordered with sable fur, which hang loose- 
ly over their shoulders. In this crowd the 
pages of the Empress moved about dis- 
creetly, and finally the servitors of the 
palace, the runners, with their hats with 
long plumes of the time of: Catharine, 
and negroes dressed in rich Oriental cos- 
tume. The gloomy note of the black 
dress-coat is banished from. this brilliant 
symphony of color. One single swallow- 
tail may be seen-—that of the honorable 
Minister of the United States. 

Nine o’clock. The doors of the private 
apartments of the Winter Palace open. Im- 
mediately there is a deadly silence. A voice 
announces: ‘The Emperor.” The Tsar 
advances, followed by all the members of 
his family, each one in the rank assigned 
to him by his degree of relationship. If you 
wish to comprehend ata giance the social 
secret of this empire, turn your back to the 
door through which the sovereign enters 
and look at this entrance by reflection—:f I 
may so express myself-—on the faces of 
those present. At the same moment 
all these physiognomies put on, as it were, 
the same uniform, the same solemn expres- 
sion, at once grave and smiling. The whole 
vital force of these men and women is con- 
centrated in their eyes, which seek those of 
the master. We have never contemplated 
this spectacle without having ‘been re- 
minded of the first appearance of the rays 
ofthe sun on the crests-of mountains at the 
instant when it rises. You have no need 
to look behind you to know that the sun has 
risen ; you are informed of it by this quiver- 
ing light on the opposite summits. In the 
same way, when you are a little accustomed 
to the court, you have only to look at the 
faces of the courtiers to be able to see, 
without possibility of mistake, that the Em- 
peror is about to come, that the Emperor is 
coming, or that the Emperor has come. 
And his coming is in reality a rising of the 
sun which brings favor and dispenses life 
to all these persons. 

The first bars of the polonaise immediate- 
ly re-echo through the rooms. It is not a 
dance, but a cadenced march, the tradi- 
tional promenade which opens the ball. 


The Grand Marshal and the Grand Mistress 


take the head of the provession. Generally 
this venerable couple represent betwera 
them pretty nearly two complete centuries. 
The Emperor gives his hand to one of the 
Grand. Duchesses, the Empress to one of 
the foreign ambassadors, and other couples 
form in their suite and proceed around the 
room. After this obligatory cerémony the 
sovereign goes to chat with the diplomatic 
corps or with his grand dignitaries, and 
the quadrilles and waltzes begin; but the 
ball does not become really animated until 
the mazurka, that dashing military and
